2.  Operations  Officer  prepared  this  report.  He  talked 
with  botH^|^^0P  ancPOMMIHMfr  by  telephone.  Both  individuals  seemed 
to  be  intelligent , observant  people  with  a better  than  average  grasp 
of  weather  conditions  and  the  visual  impressions  created  by  aircraft 
in  flight  at  night.  I^H^mBP^Isolayed  good  sense  in  using  a 
compass  and  binoculars  to  determine  the  objects  azimuth,  elevation  and 
identity.  He  recorded  his  findings  and  has  them  in  his  possession. 

3,  A telephonic  check  with  the  Houston  Post's  news  staff,  the 
Houston  Chronicled  news  staff,  the  Houston  Police  Department,  Civil 
Aeronautics  Administration,  and  the  Houston  Tower  did  not  reveal  any 
other  reported  observers.  The  747th  AC&W  Squadron  radar  and  the 
Houston  Approach  Control  radar  did  not  observe  any  unusual  traffic 
during  the  period  of  Doctor  Jansa's  observation. 

4*  The  flight  nath  of  the  object  closely  approximates  the  route 
of  V-13S  and "V- 20  southwest.  The  speed  and  altitude, of  the  object 
closely  approximates  that_ of  a conventional  aircraft.  The  lighting, 
however,  was  completely  unorthodox^  Tt  is  the  opinion  of  the  report- 
ing officer  that  the  objecc  was  a fuselage,  or  similar  light,  on  the 
underside  of  a conventional  aircraft , probably  a_clvll  aircraft.
